One of the chief causes of rough 
lips and chapped hands is in- 
sufficient drying.

I the skin is actually broken the 
J asidity of the lemon juice will 
produce smarting. In this case 
nothing is better than pure mm;- 1 
ton fat, well rubbed in at night j 
before putting on sleeping-gloves.

Mr. Ashley has ordered a new 
lot of machinery in order to make 
a change in the working of his 
dredge boat down in Dawson 
county and hopes to have it in op- 
eration at an early day. 

The sixty days mill test at the 
Hand will be finished at the end 
of the present month. Doubtless 
arrangements will be made to con- 
tinue as we learn that the results 
so far have been very satisfactory. 
The body of ore is large and fine. 
We understand that" the vein of 
ore near No. 1 shaft, convenient 
to the mill, measures about 41 
feet across. 
Mr. John H. Jenkins is now at 
work trying to strike the Jones 
vein. When discovered some years 
ago thousands of pennyweights of 
were taken from it in a few 
days, but it was lost and several 
have tried to strike it since with- 
out success. Maybe Mr. Jenkins 
will be the lucky man. We hope 
so for it is one of the richest veins 
this whole country 
They have been unable to run 
the Lockhart mill for some 
for want of sufficient water power, 
barely having enough to keep the 
pump moving, but still contin' 
taking out ore so as to be ready to 
start the mill when it is possible. 
The ore was already good but du- 
ring the past few days the vein 
has become a great deal richer, en- 
abling them to take out rock six 
or eight inches long perfectly 
speckled with gold. The Lock- 
hart has already proven itself to 
be the biggest and richest deep 
mine in this whole country. For 
more than two hundred feet they 
have been driving a tunnel out 
from the shaft, all the way 
through good pay ore, and have 
not yet been able to ascertain the 
size or thickness of the vein. 
It may be that the company will 
secure electrical power from the 
Gorge Co. At present all the 
drilling is being done by hand 
which is very slow and hard work. 
Yet with this process of mining it 
pays well when they can run the 
mill. 

Down at the Singleton Manager 
Campbell struck it rich, last Fri- 
day. Much gold can be seen with 
the naked eye, and all that is nee- 
this mine pay ie 
plenty of power. The water is so 
low that they have to catch it up 
during the day and run the mill 
as long as it lasts at night, 
times not being able to run longer 
than three hours, and the ore has 
to be good for it to pay operated 
in this manner. The property be- 
longs to the Standard Co., and it 
already has a steam hoist and 
pump here ready to put in position 
at the shaft on the property when 
power can be had to run it. As 
stated some weeks ago this com- 
pany own the Grindle shoals on 
the Chestatee river a few miles 
above which would furnish all the 
power necessary by the building of 
hich would not have to be 
very high or expensive.

An Ordinance. 
o regulate the height for electric 
Avires, and to prescribe the manner 
in which electric wires shall be 
strung in the City of Dahlonega, 
and to regulate the length' of electric 
wire poles in said city and for other 
purposes. 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and 
Council of the City of Dahlonega and 
it is hereby ordained by authority of 
the same, That all poles hereafter 
erected by any person, firm or corpor- 
ation upon any Street or sidewalk in 
the City of Dahlonega or adjacent to 
any shade trees located thereon, for 
+1i e purpose of repairing, building — 
__pporting any telegraph, telephone, 
electric light or electric power wires or 
lines, shall be not less than thirty feet 
high above the surface of the ground. 
and the same shall be so located as 
that the repairing, constructing and 
maintaining of such telegraphy tele- 
phone, electric light and eleetrie pow- 
lines will not cause the -cutting, 
mming injuring, or damaging any 
shade tree growing on the S.reets or 
sidewalks of said City or upon any 
private property in said City. 

2nd. Be it further ordained that no 
person, firm or corporation shall cut, 
trim, injure or destroy any shade tree 
upon the sidewalks or Streets of said 
City, in the repairing, construction or 
erection of any such poles or lines, 
without the express consent of the 
Street Committee of said Council, nor 
shall they cut, trim, injure or destroy 
any such shade tree upon any private 
property in said City, without haying 
first obtained the consent of the own- 
er of such property. 

3rd. Be it further ordained that the 
person, firm or corporation (owning 
such lines) violating or causing to be 
violated the provisions of this ordL 
nance shall be subject to a fine of not 
less than ten nor more than fifty dol- 
lars lor each offense, to be collected 
by levy and sale under execution 
against the owner of such line or lines; 
or the laborers of such person, firm or 
corporation, so offending, who shall 
themselves violate any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance may be 
punished as provided by Ordinance 
No. 162. of the City of Dahlonega, at 
the discretion of the Mayor. And in 
addition thereto the Mayor shall 
have authority to order any poles here- 
after erected, not in accordance with 
isions hereof, cut down by the 
Marshal. 

4th. Be it further ordianed that 
wherever any such proceeding' shall be 
directed against the owner of any such 
line service of any summons, copy 
summons, copy charges, or other pro- 
tipon any of the persons perform- 
he labor herein prohibited shall 
be'to all intents and purposes service 
on the owner or owners of such line or 
lines. 

Be it further ordained that all 
ordinances and parts of ordinances in 
Dnflict with this ordinance be, and 
re same are hereby repealed.

The Fellow Who "Butted in." 

Saw a man a few days ago who 
told me a Btrange story. He said 
he was takin' a horseback journey 
through the Ozark mountains in 
Arkansas and while riding along 
the rough mountain road his 
horee shied at something. He 
turned to see what it was and saw 
a corpse hanging to a limb of a 
tree by the roadside gently sway- 
ing in the autum breeze and upon 
the breast of the deceased was a 
playcard on which were the mys- 
tic words "He was buttin' in." 
The traveler took the hint and did 
not "buttin" to the affairs of that 
community. 

The story put me to studyin' 
and I find by a perusal of history 
that something has always hap- 
pened to the fellow who "butted 
in." You recollect when old 
Hamau butted into the affairs of 
old king Ahasuerus and tried to 
make trouble between him and his 
beautiful Jewish queen he got the 
worst of it and got hung on his 
own gallows and the story is given 
in the Bible as a warning to all 
future generation to attend strict- 
ly to their own business and let 
others alone. 

Then you recollect the story of 
the fellows who were appointed to 
carry the ark of the covenant hack 
to Judea after its captivity. They 
couldn't keep their hands off of it 
and suffered death through their 
curiosity ; another instance of the 
result "buttin' in.' : 

And so it has been all along 
down the pages of history; and 
yet, in spite of these 
warnings, we still have a fellow 
who keeps on "buttin' in" at ev- 
ery opportunity. He sees two 
men talking on the street and im- 
mediately butts in to the confab. 
He hears a tale about some other 
fellow's business and immediately 
butts in and takes stock in it whi 
it concerns him not a bit by a bit 
and a half. He hears that a trade 
is on between two other people 
and he proceeds to advise one or 
the other or both about it, with-* 
out waiting for a request for his 
valuable advice. He gets the rep- 
utation of being a "flannelled 
mouthed fellow," and he seems 
to enjoy the rep. He is profound- 
ly ignorant of the fact that he is 
making an aggregation ass of him- 
self and vainly imagines that the 
whole community is dependent up- 
on him for advice and instruction 
simply because they listen to him 
and do not cuss him out when he 
offers his free advice. 

I knew a man once who went up 
into the monntains of Kentucky 
during the famous Hatfield and 
McKoy f ued to teach school. He 
boarded half the time with 
Hatfields and half the time with 
the McKoys and escaped with his 
life. I saw him afterwards, sound 
and well and he told me that they 
were all good people. He didn't 
"butt in" like the Arkansas corpse 
had done and they spared his life 
throughout a whole term of school 
and let him depart in peace to 
Texas. He was a wise man 
day and generation and 
president some day. 

It is a pretty hard matter some- 
times for a fellow to keep from 
takin' sides in neighborhood rows 
and ructions, but he had better do 
it and play shut mouth than to 
"butt in" and have his say. 

The most dangerous thing to 
"buttin" is a family row. I 
saw a poor one-eyed man once who 
was disfigured for life through 
a "butt into" a row between a 
man and his wife. The man put 
his eye out and the woman sued 
him for slander and broke him 
financially. He has never 

amounted to anything since, but 
he is attending strictly to his own 
business nowadays.

Mining Notes. 

The Barlow has turned out its 
ousands of pennyweights of gold 
and tho constant noise of the mill 
imps denotes that the good work 
still going on. 

If Messrs. Huff & Moose had 
ample water they could make big 
money with their lift. Mr. Moose 
says the gravel is so rich that an 
experienced hand could make a 
dollar and a half per day panning. 
The recent clean up on the Dun- 
nagin lot at the Calhoun Mine was 
very satisfactory. We are inform- 
ed by Mr. Wharton Anderson that 
after all expenses were paid, there 
still several hundred penny- 
weights of gold left for the credit 
of the owner. 

They are now making money 
down at the Hand. Where others 
failed Mr. Evving, with his scien- 
tific and practical knowledge of 
mining is making a success. This 
gentleman is going to bring out this 
district by convincing all that the 
Georgia mines are a safe ldvest- 
lent and will pay where properly 
managed. 

When the Gorge dam only liked 
about eight feet of being full lat* 
ter part of last week, a message 
was received from Gen. Warner at 
Gainesville telling the manager to 
partially raise the gate on account 
of its interfering with the power 
plant of the North Georgia Elec- 
tric Co. below, which would have 
soon stopped the street cars at 
Gainesville. 

Manager McAfee of the McAfee- 
Lind, informed us last Monday 
that he is now taking out some ex- 
cellent ore but was somewhat short 
of water, even having to pump 
that used on the batteries. The 
dry weather is not only a draw 
back to tho progress of this mine, 
but every other one in the county, 
but we trust that it will not con- 
tinue as it has been long. 

For some time the water in Ya- 
boola creek has been so low that 
McDonald & Bro. were unable to 
run the Lockhart mill but contin 
ued taking but ore. And las! 
week it got so dry that the pump 
ceased to move and the water in 
the shaft run them out, but after 
the rain Tuesday the pump com- 
menced working again. Oh what 
pity it is for such a valuable 
line as the Lockhart to be in this 
condition". Messrs. Bainbridge, 
Ingersoll and Ewing visited the 
Chestatee power plant a few day! 
ago to see about getting electrical 
power to ran the Lockhart, inclu 
ding the drills. It is only about 
two miles between these two ph 
and will not cost much to stretch 
the wires. 

Things are progressing nicely up 
at the Jumbo Mine. The work on 
the mill is moving right along,' and 
notwithstanding they have already 
many veins and large bodies of on 
opened up the development Work 
still continues. The manner of 
supplying the plant with power 
has not yet been determined. The 
company has two propositions 
view. Which one will be used will 
be decided upon later on. The 
management didn't go to sell 
up a mill when the first vein or 
two were discovered but spent 
many months in making develop- 
ments so as to be able to locate the 
mill in the best and most conveni 6 . 
ent place to the ore, and by so do- 
ing already have out between eight 
and a thousand tons of ore. Tho 
best practical miners are employ- 
ed who are thoroughly experenced 
and know what will do to save and 
pay on the mill without being com 
polled to have a high priced boss to 
stand at every place to show and 
tell them how to separate the 
pay ore from the waste. The mill 
is being built at the base of a large 
hill which has proven to be full of 
ore, assaying from foiir to ninety- 
five dollars per ton. Tins they ex- 
pect to be able to mill at from fif- 
teen to twenty cents per ton, as it 
is convenient and can be hauled 
out in cars and dumped into the 
milk The miners have dug into 
this hill a long distance, cut both 
ways eighty feet and are not yet 
through tho vein, showing that 
there is abundance of ore right at 
the mill.

THE ETOWAH MINE. 

A Visit to It Last Week Gives 
Us Much Information. 

Since the Etowah Gold Mir 
and Milling Co. started its mill 
about a month ago developments 
have been so rapid that the items 
reaching The Nugget have beer 
vange and apparently conflicting. 
Many inquiries have reached this 
office about the work going on at 
the Josephine and we have pub- 
lished in reply such information 
as was available, relying upon our 
•egular news gathering channels 
for its accuracy. 

Owing to the general interest 
around by the development of this 
portant property, we thought 
best to visit the mill and mine, 
and on last Friday we spent sev- 
eral hours at this property, long 
h to make a general investi- 
gation and be convinced that all 
things were being judiciously and 
lysternatically carried out. 

We were accompanied by Judge 
John Huff, ordinary of Lumpkin 
county now, but for many years 
superintendent of the Hand & 
Barlow Mine, which, according to 
a sworn statement in court, pro- 
duced about half million dollars 
worth of gold from one lot alone, 
saying nothing of the other two 
through which the long cut runs. 
The mine was under the personal 
direction of this thorougly practi- 
cal and experienced miner until 
the property changed hands. The 
Josephine is on the same lead as 
the Hand & Barlow, in addition 
to the other leads east and west, 
and Judge Huff more than any 
other man should be able to give 
an intelligent opinion of the work 
now in progress.

The mill is beautifully located 
at the junction of the river and 
Long Branch. The river furnish- 
ing power and the branch, mill 
water flumed and piped from a 
r about a half mile above. 
Only ten stamps are now in place, 
but the building is capable of ac- 
commodating thirty, and can be 
extended indefinitely if the large 
plant to be built by the company 
is to be located at the same point.

M., a man of most engaging per- 
sonality, and judging from his 
work, one of the best practical mi- 
ners who has ever operated in this 
section, as Judge Huff remarked to 
us, after a thorough inspection of 
his work "I don't know where he 
got his education, but he certain- 
ly understands mining." 

r. Barling took us over the 
mill and mine and showed us ev- 
erything that could be shown in 
the time at our disposal, and we 
feel that the company should be 
congratulated in being able to se- 
the services of such a gentle- 
man. 

The silvered plates in the mill 
showed fine results in gathering 
gold. The mill is the Hall pat- 
ent, recognized as the best for 
ores, and it is equipped with 
fourteen-foot silvered plates, giv- 
the largest run of any that 
have ever been used- in this coun- 



try, aud making it practically im- 
possible for any of the free gold 
to escape. No other additions or 
changes haye been made in the 
regular process now used in this 
county, and none will be attempt- 
ed until its utility has been fully 
demonstrated by thorough experi- 
mentation. Only the most expe- 
rienced mill men, who have spent 
their lives in working the ores of 
the district, are on this work, and 
Mr. Barling justly expects to pro- 
duce most excellent results, which 
we believe will be of vast impor- 
tance to the entire district. 

In the mine — or we should say 
mines, as several are being devel- 
oped — the same conservative poli- 
cy prevails. Three shafts have 
been sunk upon as many veins, 
and the Shotgun vein has been 
opened by a tunnel cutting it just 
south where the ores were taken 
which established its remarkable 
record. Drifting has proceeded

The School Laws of Georgia. 



The special committee of the 
fenate and house which was aps 
pointed at the last legislature to 
report on the revisions of the 
school laws, has made its report 
and the following arc the principal 
recommendations: 

The state school commissioner is 
required to send to the grand jury 
of each county an itemized state- 
ment of the school funds sent to 
the county school commissioner 
during the year and a statement as 
to the correctness and promptness 
of his reports, and any complaints 
touching school administration in 
the county. 

Members of county boards are 
required to have at least common 
school education with business ca- 
pacity strong character and senti- 
ments favorable to public educa- 
tion. 

One member of the county board 
may be selected fron territory of 
the independet local school system. 
The number of board meetings 
for which members of county 
boards can receive compensation 
is limited to eight each year, 
and additional meeting's, if held, 
must be held without compensa- 
tion. 

Provision must be made where 
county school commissioners and 
members of boards of education 
shall be given a trial before being 
dismissed from office. 

School houses cannot be located 
nearer than three miles, and pu- 
pils are not expected to walk 
further than two and a half miles. 

Boards 
school houses on condition that the 
community contribute at least ones 
third of the cost. 

County boards may in their dis- 
cretion make contracts for the 
transportation of pupils residing 
further than two and a half miles 
from the school. 

County boards are permitted to 
buy only such charts as are ap<- 
proved by the state. 

Couny boards may secure by 
gift or purchase suitable school 
sites and the right to condemn 
property for school building sites 
is recommended. 

The circulating or selling of ex- 
amination questions with intent to 
defraud before the date of exami- 
nation is made a felony. 

Supplemental reading books 
may be selected by teachers with 
the approval of the county school 
commissioners. 

Claims for teachers' salaries and 
other items chargable to the 
school fund must not exceed the 
amount appropriated 
county, and when these claims and 
items have been approved and the 
money has been sent to the county 
school commissioner, each item 
must be paid in full. 

The school year will probably 
be changed and begin September I 
instead of January 1. 

Different sets of examination 
questions may be given to appli- 
cants who apply for licenses in 
different grades and the standard 
for first grade and permanent 
license will be raised.

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As a substitute for compulsory' 
education teachers are required to 
report the names of all children of 
their districts between the age of 
eight and fourteen who are not at- 
tending school, and the cause.

The local showers visitinL

Although this remarkable bat- 
tle was fought forty-three years 
ago, its anniversary is celebrated 
by a few veterans who "still live." 
It was celebrated in many towns 
and cities in the South last Thurs- 
day, 21st July. The recurrence of 
this anniversary, brings to mem- 
ory, not only in Southern minds, 
but in many Northern hearts, the 
wonderful deeds of daring in the 
first great battle of the war. Col. 
Sidney Herbert, who writes 
charming letters every week for 
the Savannah Morning News, and 
was an officer in the Northern 
Army, has furnished for that pa- 
per a lengthy letter of much that 
he saw in that memorable battle: 
Every line of the letter will be 
read with interest by the survivors, 
as well as those who have since 
come on the stage of life. We 
have asked Col. Price about kill- 
ing Col. Herbert's horse from un 
derhim. He only pleads the 
statute of limitation, and say 
that as his Captain, the late Dr 
A. D. Hoke, of Greenville, S. C, 
had been shot down by his side, 
and the Federal line constantly 
increasing in length, his only 
chance for life seemed to be for 
him and his men to keep on shoot- 
The Second S, C. Regiment 
(Kershaw's) was occupying the 
extreme right of Beaurgard's ar- 
my, and Col. Price, then the Or- 
derly Sergeant of Co. B, was com- 
manding a section of the com- 
pany, and he, himself, was on the 
most extreme right of the line. 
It was this moment, Gen. Sher- 
man's Brigade of Tyler's Division, 
made their most fearful attack. 
They rushed on the Confederates — 
with their new uniforms and bright 
guns gleaming in the morning 
sun-light. For a short time it 
was four regiments against one. 
But the South Carolinians (who 
occupied a higher position on the 
hill-side) poured round after 
round of deadly bullets into their 
ranks — killing men and horses, 
until they were forced to leave the 
field, and in less than one hour 
afterwards the whole Federal 
army was in dire confusion and on 
its way to Washington. Bartow': 
Georgia Brigade had withstood i 
previous charge and was being re 
formed under Gen. States 
Rights, of Beauregard's staff. 
But to Col. . Herbert's letter, we 
copy only its last paragraph, as 
follows : 

And now, after forty-three years, I 
look back upon those bloody scenes at 
Bull Kun and wonder that the Confed- 
erates I fought against there have 
been my most intimate friends for 
thirty years. Gen. Longstreet, whose 
artillery wounded me for life at Black- 
burn's Ford ; Col. W. P. Price, of Dah- 
lonega, who shot my horse from under 
at Bull Run, when I was unable to 
walk; Col. Estill aftd poor Johnny 
Griffin, my escaped pf rgoWeYs 1 ,- all have 
been, and the living still afe', my 
friends. Gen. Gardner and I met but 
once after the war, but our meeting 
was a tearful and tender one. How 
little I thought at Bull Run that I 
should ever live in Georgia and be 
friends of Gartrell and Anderson and 
Foreacre and Ballard of the Seventh 
Georgia, and Lamar, and Towers and 
Magruder and Shellman of the Eighth 
Georgia, against whom my division 
was pitted in that bloody battle. And 
on the eve of the anniversary of that 
event what memories cluster around 
the name of Bull Run, or Manassas. 
To-morrow, i n Savannah, the gallant 
Oglethorpe Light Infantry will cele- 
brate the day, and Col. Estill will be 
an honored participant. But how 
many, alas ! how many, places will be 
vacant, and what sad memories will 
mingle with the cheers and gaities of 
} occasion. If I were not so much of 
}n valid I should enjoy being there, 
• a more gallant corps never fol- 
lowed a more heroic leader than did 
the Oglethorpes under Gen. Bartow at 
Bull Run or Manassas. But from old 
Colonial times until the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war, Savannah never sent out 
any but heroic, patriotic soldiers, who 
always honored themselves and the 
for which they fought and the 
flag under which they marched. I am 
hopeful that such will ever be their 
reputation in the future of our great, 
expanding country and world-power 
nation.

A new water wheel is being put 
in at the Lockhart and it is tho in- 
tention of the company now to get 
power enough from the Chestatee 
plant, on the old Neisler property 
to run the mill day and night, a 
large amount of ore is already out 
piled up in the mill ready. 

During Mr. Braid's visit to our 
city he has been up at the Jumbo 
mine in this county, and no doubt 
will become interested as he 
speaks in the highest terms. of this 
mine. Mr. Braid lives in the 
state of Ohio, and owns mining 
interests in Mexico, 'but has not ' 
seen any thing in the way of mines 
that suits him like the Jumbo. 

At the Singleton, on the Stan- 
dard property, they have been re- 
pairing the mill this week, getting 
every thing in good trim for more 
active work. The ore mentioned 
heretofore, is splendid. For sev- 
eral days they have been engaged 
in putting the hoist and pump in 
position at the shaft near the Sin- 
gleton, and likely by this time the 
work is about completed. 

Abundance of rain has fallen on 
and at the foot of the Blue Ridge 
in this county, but as it is off of 
the mining belt it does those op- 
erating for gold on and near the 
Chestatee river and Yahoola creek 
no good, only very light showers 
visiting this part of the county, 
but all are hoping that it will not 
continue this way much longer. 

Many beautiful nuggets have 
been taken from the bed of the 
Chestatee river by the Ingersoll <fe 
Crisson dredge boat and used for 
scarf pins. We saw one in the 
hands of a gentleman tho other 
day weighing over four penny- 
weights, which he was going to 
have a pin attached and then send 
it to a relative in the Philippine 
Islands. The boat is still idle and 
cannot be operated till the water 
of that streaim gets strong enough 
to float it. 

Matters are moving along in a 
progressive way on the Etowah. 
At the workings on the Thomas 
vein on Logan hill, both the north 
and the south drifts are being 
driven day and night. Last Sat- 
urday saw the completion of a 
raise, driven from the south drift 
to the surface. This affords good 
circulation of air throughout the 
entire workings as well as block- 
ing out considerable ore. The 
shaft has already been driven 
down quite a distance in the di- 
rection of the second level. This 
work will soon afford access to ex- 
tensive bodies of ore. It is in- 
tended to resume work at the Sum- 
merour shaft soon as the neces- 
ary pumping outfit can be install- 
ed. 

The operations down at the 
Hand are continuing about as us- 
al. Sometimes a little rain falls 
p the creek enabling them to in- 
crease the speed of the mill for a 
while. Their is already abundance 
of ore in sight jdst above the mill 
to run the' entire plant if sufficient 
power could be obtained. The ore 
body is forty by fifty feet, already 
stripped for a Considerable dis- 
tance. It is good milling ore, a 
portion of it beiflg rich enough to 
show gold nicely.- This ore can 
be milled doubtless for about 20 
cents per ton, mfleh cheaper if the 
crusher wfts put Up at the vein. As 
it is the ore has to be conveyed 
from the vein to a bin at the mill. 
Then In the crusher down into 
the mill, where it is lifted up and 
run oh a belt and distributed into 
the batteries. Besides this lengthy 
round of the ore through machine- 
ry and on belts, the wear and 
tear of both are quite an item in 
the way of expenses. The other
